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Bilingual  Radio 
in  California

There  are  no  less  than  2796  different  lan- 
guages in  use  in  the  known  world.  One  of  these 
languages,  Spanish/Espanol,  is  spoken  by  some 
170  million  people,  and  is  the  national  language 
of  more  countries  than  any  other  language  in 
the  world.  Spanish  is  clearly  the  second  lan- 
guage of  the  United  States,  a  country  in  which 
it  is  projected  that  by  the  year  2000,  Latinos 
will  not  only  constitute  the  largest  ethnic  mi- 
nority, but  will  occupy  majority  status  in  many 
cities  across  the  Southwest. 

It  has  been  said  that  for  Latin  people  the 
only  media  of  real  service  is  Spanish  radio. 
TV  for  the  most  part  is  imported,  and  Latinos 
are  almost  completely  ignored  by  the  English 
media.  However,  commercial  Spanish  radio 
stations,  like  their  English  counterparts,  tend 
to  have  a  very  minimal  commitment  to  news 
and  public  affairs.  On  top  of  this,  for  a  bilin- 
gual/bicultural  people,  neither  language  is  suf- 
ficient by  itself.  Each  has  its  advantage,  but 
combined,  they  yield  a  whole  more  powerful 
than  the  sum  of  the  two.   So  the  reality  of 
both  must  be  reflected  in  the  media  .  Bilingual 
radio  meets  this  need. 

While  there  are  over  one  hundred  Spanish 
format  radio  stations,  and  sixty  non-Spanish 
stations  with  ten  or  more  hours  of  Spanish 
broadcasting  in  the  United  States  imost  con- 
centrated in  California  and  Texas),  there  are 
only  five  "bi-lingual"  stations  -  the  oldest 
having  a  history  of  less  than  ten  years.  All  are 
public,  non-commercial  and  listener-sponsored. 

Bi-lingual  radio  formally  began  with  the 
initiation  of  station  KBBF  in  Santa  Rosa  in 
1973.  It  was  joined  only  recently  by  KSJV- 
FM  in  Fresno,  KUBO-FM  in  Salinas,  KDNA-, 
FM  in  Granger,  Washington,  and  ETCOM  in 
El  Paso,  Texas.  New  stations  on  the  immediate 
horizon  are  in  Blythe,  California  (KERU); 
KUFW  (United  Farm  Workers  station  in  Fresr 
no);  San  Antonio  Texas;  Alamosa,  Colorado; 
Albuquerque,  New  Mexico;  and  Los  Angeles, 
California. 

Here  is  a  sampling  of  the  three  'local'  bi- 
lingual radio  stations: 


KBBF-Santa  Rosa.  The  pioneer  bi-lingual 
station  in  the  United  States  produces  educa- 
tional and  entertainment  programs  on  Mexican 
and  American  art,  music,  language,  history  and 
traditions.  KBBF  believes  that  the  Spanish 
speaking  and  English  speaking  cultures  should 
not  be  isolated  from  one  another.  Thus,  by 
broadcasting  programs  which  reflect  a  bilingual/ 
bicultural  heritage,  it  enhances  both  cultures. 

KSJV-Fresno.  "Radio  Bilingue-FM,  Serviendo 
los  rincones  del  valle  de  San  Joaquin. .  .the 
mighty  Ninety  One"  went  on  the  air  in  July  of 
1980  and  currently  is  the  fifth  most  listened 
to  radio  station  in  a  market  of  thirty  AM  and 
FM  stations.  It  is  the  first  station  in  the  Valley 
to  broadcast  Spanish  language  programming 
after  dark.  It  airs  a  wide  range  of  programs  to 
a  potential  audience  of  1.5  million. 

KUBO-Salinas.  KUBO  serves  the  450,000  resi- 
dents of  Monterey  and  Santa  Cruz,  and  began 
broadcasting  in  June,  1981.  It  airs  in  Spanish 
the  first  half  of  the  day,  and  in  English  the  lat- 
ter half.  KUBO  covers  news,  public  affairs, 
agriculture,  music,  children,  and  youth.  KUBO 
research  concluded  that  farm  workers  depend- 
ed more  on  radio  than  any  other  media  source. 

A  bi-lingual  radio  station  has  many  options 
as  to  how  its  bi-lingual  format  is  presented.  It 
can  broadcast  in  both  languages  simultanously, 
or  in  one  language  at  a  time,  or  in  one  language 
with  a  synopsis  in  the  other.  Whichever  way  it 
is  done,  people  will  continue  to  feel  very  strong- 
ly about  their  language.  And  Chicanos  are  as 
tenacious  in  holding  on  to  Spanish  as  are  many 
monolingual  North  Americans  who  are  arro- 
gant in  trying  to  subdue  it. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  last  three  things  a 
conquered  people  will  give  up  are  their  religion, 
their  cooking,  and  their  language.  The  taking 
of  the  Southwest  from  Mexico  is  kept  alive 
in  the  minds  of  U.S.-side  Chicanos/Mexicanos 
by  the  repeated  violation  of  the  Treaty  of 
Guadelupe-Hidalgo,  one  provision  of  which  is 
language  preservation. 

There  is  a  sort  of  bi-lingual  imperative 
among  Chicanos/  Latinos,  because  of  how  it 
makes  sense  of  the  dual  cultural/linguistic  ex- 


perience. Bilingual  Radio,  like  bilingual  educa- 
tion, speaks  directly  to  a  need  so  profoundly 
deep  that  it  cannot  be  ingored.  It  goes  to  the 
core  of  the  spirit  that  makes  Chicanos/Latinos 
doubly  rich. 

Adelante  con  La  Voz  de  la  Comunidad! 


Unlike  English  stations,  bi-lingual  stations 
still  do  not  have  access  to  a  large  amount  of  al- 
ready syndicated  programming.  However,  there 
are  a  few  news  services  and  organizations  that 
do  serve  bi-lingual  stations,  and  stations  such  as 
KPFA  which  do  carry  minimal  bi-lingual  pro- 
gramming: 

WCBR,  Western  Community  Bilingual  Radio, 
San  Jose.  Formed  in  1980  to  work  in  the  area 
of  public  policy,  WCBR  was  organized  to  sup- 
port and  develop  new  and  existing  bi-lingual 
stations  that  meet  a  fuller  rarige  of  needs  than 
do  any  existing  combination  of  stations.  It  is 
organized  so  that  Latinos  do  not  have  to  shop 
around  in  order  to  have  only  some  of  their 
needs  and  interests  met.  WCBR  does  research 
on  how  to  best  serve  a  bi-lingual  audience,  and 
works  with  state  and  national  agencies  to  make 
them  more  responsive  and  less  forbidding. 

Enfoque  Nacional  (National  Focus).  A  highly 
praised  Spanish  language  news  magazine,  it  is 
produced  for  National  Public  Radio  (NPR)  by 
KPBS  in  San  Diego.  The  half  hour  program 
premiered  in  1979  and  is  now  being  carried  by 
70  public  stations  throughout  the  U.S.  It  airs 
on  KPFA/KFCF  on  Saturdays  at  5:30  pm.  The 
broadcast  begins  with  a  summary  of  the  latest 
news  and  world  reports  affecting  Hispanic 
listeners.  The  balance  of  the  program  is  taken 
up  with  five  to  six  in-depth  reports  from  corre- 
spondents scattered  throughout  the  U.S.  and 
Latin  America. 

Noticiera  Pacifica.  A  30-minute  weekly  Span- 
ish news  program,  it  is  produced  by  Pacifica 
station  KPFK  in  Los  Angeles.  Noticiera  Pacifi- 
ca focuses  on  international  political  struggles, 
particularly  those  in  Central  America.  It  airs 
on  Saturdays  during Ahora  on  KPFA,  between

2:00  and  6:00  pm. 

California  En  Revista.  A  round-up  of  the  week's 
most  important  California  news  stations,  it 
brings  necessary  information  to  California's  bi- 
lingual audiences  in  the  areas  of  current  events, 
politics,  the  economy,  health,  environmental 
issues,  culture  and  the  arts.  It  also  features  a 
weekly  calendar  of  events.  California  En  Revis- 
ta is  a  30-minute  magazine  produced  by  Cali- 
fornia Public  Radio  for  broadcast  by  satellite 
to  21  stations  in  California.  It  will  begin  airing 
sometime  this  month. 


KPFA  has  an  expanding  interest  in  bi-lin- 
gual programming,  both  in  supporting  existing 
bi-lingual  KPFA  programs  as  well  as  the  pros- 
pect of  developing  a  Bilingual  Night  (Noche 
Bilingue)  at  KPFA. 

Ahora  (Saturdays  2  to  6  pm) 

A  program  of  Latin  music,  news  on  the 
hour,  and  information  concerning  the  Bay 
Area  Kaza  community.  It  also  features  special 
reports  in  Spanish  and  English.  It  contains 
Enfoque  Nacional  at  5:00,  and  Noticiera  Paci- 
fica. The  program  features  Salsa,  Latin  Jazz, 
and  traditional  and  politica  Latin  music.  What 
would  Saturday  afternoons  be  on  KPFA  with- 
out A hora.  The  popular  and  professional  host, 
Andres  Alegria,  is  a  veritable  institution  him- 
self. 

La  Onda  Bajita:  The  Low  Show  Profile 
Fridays  9  to  1 1  pm) 

La  Movida  Chicana  Empieza.  Witness  the 
expression  of  the  Chicano  pride  wave  as  La 
Onda  Bajita  begins  its  move  across  the  South- 
west. Your  mas  fiime  oldies  and  doo-wop  con- 
nection with  a  taste  of  Salsa,  Musica  Mejicana, 
and  future  oldies.  Its  features  include  dedica- 
tions, Refleciones  del  Pasado,  La  Palabra,  Co- 
mentarios,  y  mas.  La  Onda  features  messages 
about  pride,  unity,  elimination  of  gang  war- 
fare, about  democratic  control  of  our  Barrios 
in  Aztlan,  and  about  liberating  ourselves  with- 
out oppressing  others.  Join  Molina  as  host, 
with  La  Huera,  El  Buster,  La  Ginger  Loca,  La 
Chaparita  de  Oro,  El  Tecolote,  DJ  y  El  Aleman.

September  h  called  Hispanic  Heritage  Month, 
but  the  term  'Hispanic'  is  one  that  is  not 
accepted  by  the  people  it  supposedly  repre- 
sents. Miguel  Molina  of  La  Onda  Bajita  explains: 

"The  word  'Hispanic'  is  being  increasingly 
utilized  by  the  media  and  people  in  power  to 
categorize  (lump  together)  all  gente  who  speak 
Spanish.  It  is  a  word  that  comes  from  none  of 
the  gente  who  are  being  categorized.  Rather, 
it  is  a  word  imposed  upon  us.  Though  we  may 
speak  basically  the  same  language,  the  label, 
the  word  'Hispanic'  hides  our  many  unique 
historical,  cultural  and  political  differences.  It 
hides  the  fact  that  "The  Hispanics"  (The 
Spaniards)  were  tyrants  who  had  to  be  revolt- 
ed against  for  independence. 

"If  we  are  'Hispanics,'  then  we  are  procalim- 
ing  our  European  roots  and  denying  our  indi- 
genous heritage.  This  is  not  only  important,  it 
is  the  key  to  our  future.  By  the  year  2000, 
Raza  will  be  the  overwhelming  majority  in  the 
Southwest.  If  our  population  is  led  to  believe 
that  we  are  'Hispanics,'  then,  in  effect,  we  are 
saying  that  we  are  immigrants  to  this  land.  So 
the  real  immigrants,  Los  Gavachos,  claim  to 
be  the  native  population,  while  we,  the  native 
gente,  are  treated  like  foreigners.  We  have  be- 
come, for  example,  subject  ot  massive  deporta- 
tion. It  is  torcido  logic,  but,  pero,  it  is  already 
hire  con  nosotros  in  our  barrios,  colonias  y 
pueblos. 

I  or  Chicanos,  our  only  hope  is  to  know 
l  hat  'we  are  a  Mestizo  nation,  indigenous  to 
the  land.  We  are  not  the  foreigners!'  Think 
about  it  -  every  time  someone  uses  the  word/ 
la  palabra  'Hispano,'  that  persona  is  denying 
our  indigenous  cultura  y  historia. 

Call  us  Raza.  Call  us  Latinos.  Call  us 
Mejicanos,  Cubanos,  Puerto  Ricallos,  Call  us 
Chicanos  who  speak  Spanish,  but  don't  call  us 
'Hispanics!'  "

It  feels  like  years  since  the  last  issue  of  the  Folio.  So  much  has  happened  in  the  world 
and  in  the  station  that  I  don't  know  where  to  begin. 

Programming  here  has  been  dominated  by  the  events  in  the  Middle  East.  This  month, 
two  specially  produced  documentaries  on  the  war  will  be  aired  on  KPFA.  On  Septem- 
ber 2nd,  'Crisis  in  Conscience,'  a  look  at  the  reaction  of  the  American  Jewish  communi- 
ty to  the  Israeli  invasion  of  Lebanon  will  begin  at  7:00  pm.  The  program,  produced  by 
KPFA's  Peggy  Stein,  was  originated  after  Peggy's  return  from  Israel  shortly  before  the 
war.  The  program  contains  interviews  with,  and  comments  by,  American  Jewish  com- 
mentators and  leaders  from  a  variety  of  perspectives. 

On  September  9th,  also  at  7:00  pm,  Amina  Hassan's  documentary  on  Lebanon  will 
be  broadcast.  Amina  visited  Lebanon  last  year  and  interviewed  leaders  in  the  Palestini- 
an community.  Her  documentary  provides  a  deep  insight  into  the  dreams  and  aspirations 
of  the  Palestinian  people.  Both  Amina's  and  Peggy's  programs  were  funded  by  small 
grants  from  the  Satellite  Find  of  the  Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting  and  will  be 
distributed  to  public  stations  throughout  the  country. 

The  focus  of  programming  in  September  is  intended  to  be  a  lot  closer  to  home  than 
the  Middle  East.  KPFA,  as  a  programming  theme,  is  saluting  the  bi-lingual  Spanish/Eng- 
lish community  stations  in  California,  and  our  own  bi-lingual  programs.  Friday  nights 
and  Saturday  afternoons  on  KPFA  feature  spectacular  and  innovative  bi-lingual  pro- 
grams: 'La  Onda  Bajita'  (Fridays,  9-1 1  pm)  and  'Ahora  (Saturdays  2-6  pm).  The  popu- 
larity of  these  two  programs  is  very  impressive.  We  hope  that  whenever  possible,  you 
join  in  our  efforts  to  support  Latino  and  Chicano  community  radio.  1  would  also  like 
to  thank  a  number  of  people  who  have  helped  in  this  programming  theme:  Maria  Martin 
of  California  Public  Radio,  who  produces  a  half  hour  program  each  week  for  public  sta- 
tions in  this  state;  Santiago  Casal,  Miguel  Molina  and  Buster  Gonzales  of  'La  Onda  Baji- 
ta: The  Low  Show  Profile;'  and  Andres  Alegria  of 'Ahora.'  Radio  station  KBBF  of  Santa 
Rosa  provided  us  with  the  premieres  of  several  special  programs  this  month. 


In  quick  notes,  your  response  to  our  emergency  fundraising  in  August  generated 
$22,000  in  pledges  and  commitments  to  pay  old  pledges.  This  avoided  staff  layoffs  in 
August.  A  special  fundraising  letter  has  just  been  sent  in  an  effort  to  raise  an  additional 
$20,000  in  September.  If  successful,  KPFA  will  end  its  fiscal  year  on  September  30th 
with  only  a  small  deficit.  Approximately  $40,000  was  needed  because  of  the  large  num- 
ber of  people  who  were  unable  to  pay  their  pledges  during  the  Spring  marathon.  In 
late  July,  we  organized  a  telephone  bank  to  call  those  who  had  not  paid  Spring  pledges. 
To  our  dismay,  we  were  told  by  scores  of  subscribers  that  their  economic  situations 
had  worsened  since  the  marathon,  and  they  could  not  afford  the  pledges  they  made. 
All  of  us  at  KPFA  certainly  understand  the  meaning  of  hard  times.  KPFA  is  in  the  pro- 
cess of  trying  to  find  more  and  more  ways  to  cut  our  expenses  without  layoffs  of  any 
of  our  staff.  It  is  a  challenge  that  will  remain  with  us  throughout  our  next  fiscal  year 
and  beyond. 

In  personnel  notes,  two  long-time  KPFAers  will  no  longer  be  with  us  in  September. 
Deborah  Kingsbury,  our  long-time  volunteer  coordinator,  has  resigned  effective  Sept- 
ember first.  She  will  be  very  difficult  to  replace.  Candice  Francis,  a  popular  program- 
mer, and  host  of  'Music  from  Alkebu-Lan,'  has  moved  out  of  state  in  order  to  attend  a 
telecommunications  program  at  Ohio  University.  We  wish  both  Candice  and  Deborah 
the  best  of  luck,  and  send  our  thanks  for  years  of  dedicated  work.

TWO  SIDES  OF  THE  COIN 

KPFA: 

Your  coverage  of  events  in  the  middle  east  is 
totally  biased  toward  the  PLO.  Pro-Palestinian 
statements  and  programs  far  outnumber  pro- 
Israeli  ones  on  KPFA. 

The  most  blatant  example  of  this  bias  is  the 
frequent  announcement  of  upcoming  PLO 
demonstrations  on  your  news  broadcasts. 
These  announcements  function  to  promote 
attendance  at  the  demonstrations,  not  as  news 
about  them.  This  is  totally  inappropriate  be- 
havior for  a  news  organization.  Active  promo- 
tion of  one  side  of  a  conflict  cannot  coexist 
with  fair,  unbiased  reporting  about  that  con- 
flict. 

If  this  imbalance  in  your  policies  in  general  and 
the  news  in  particular  continues,  I  will  reduce 
or  end  my  support  of  KPFA.  While  I've  been 
happy  to  support  a  progressive  radio  station,  1 
will  not  support  Radio  Fret  PLO.

Dear  Mr.  Salniker: 

A  note  of  deep  appreciation  to  KPFA  for  Phil- 
ip Maldari's  excellent  interview  of  representa- 
tives of  Palestine,  Lebanon  and  Israel  on  June 
15th.  His  conduct  of  the  segment  with  Mr. 
Margolin  who  spoke  for  Israel  was  particularly 
fine.  The  reason  Americans  will  oot  only  tol- 
erate, but  cheer  on  the  repeated  efforts  of 
Israel  to  eliminate  the  Palestinians  as  a  people 
is  that  our  popular  media  has  for  decades  served 
as  the  mouthpiece  of  Zionist  policymakers. 
Never  is  an  Israeli  spokesperson  thoroughly 
questioned  by  our  networks.  Begin's  appear- 
ance on  Face  The  Nation  in  which  his  outrage- 
ous distortions  went  unchallenged  is  a  case  in 
point.  When  Begin  said  that  northern  Israeli 
villages  had  been  living  under  continual  rocket 
attacks  by  "terrorists"  the  statement  went  un- 
challenged. 

In  Philip's  interview,  when  Mr.  Margolin  made 
the  same  allegation,  Philip  pointed  out  to  Mar- 
golin that  the  PLO  had  faithfully  observed  the 
U.S.-arranged  ceasefire  since  last  July  —  even 
when  Israel  twice  violated  it  in  April  with  un- 
provoked airstrikes.  Rather  than  simply  accep- 
ting the  Israeli  spokesman's  lies,  Maldari  chal- 
lenged him  to  substantiate  them  which,  of 
course,  was  not  possible. 

I  must  sadly  note,  however,  that  your  news 
department  does  not  seem  to  feel  that  the  lives 
of  Palestinians,  their  right  to  self-determination 
and  sovereignty  over  their  own  land  are  as  im- 
portant as  in  the  case  of  El  Salvadoreans,  Poles, 
and  other  oppressed  peoples.  Your  otherwise 
superior  news  programming  when  compared  to 
the  establishment  media  takes  on  exactly  the 
same  tone  and  shallow  brought-to-you-by-big- 
capital-and-the-U.S.  State  Dept.  level  of  sophis- 
tication in  the  presentation  of  Israel's  incessant 
moves  to  finalize  its  efforts  to  dispossess  and 
now  annihilate  the  people  of  Palestine. 

Your  commitment  to,  and  coverage  of,  the  anti- 
nuclear/militarism  groundswell  is  reflected  in 
the  quantity  and  quality  of  reporting  devoted 
thereto  by  KPFA  News.  At  this  point  in  time, 
however,  the  great  threat  for  the  actual  use  of 
nuclear  weapons  is  Israel's  reckless  militaristic 
brutality  which  at  any  moment  could  pull  the 
Soviet  Union  in  to  defend  Syria.  Does  your 
news  department  feel  secure  that  the  Haig/ 
Reagan  response  to  such  a  development  would 
somehow  be  more  rational  than  the  "states- 
manship" of  Begin/Sharon,  et.  ilk?  It  seems 
to  me  that  the  wonderful  people  in  your  news 
department  are  going  to  finally  have  to  come 
to  terms  with  the  true  nature  of  political 
Zionism. .  .Zionism  is  racism.  The  only  road 
to  peace  in  the  Levant  is  the  road  that  leads 
to  a  secular,  democratic  state  in  that  region 
which  will  finally  recognize  the  basic  human 
rights  of  all  the  people  of  the  land  to  live  on 
their  land.

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soviet  Record 
on  Disarmament 


By  William  Mandel 

As  most  our  listeners  know,  there  will  be  a  nu- 
clear freeze  initiative  on  the  California  ballot 
this  November.  Much  of  the  opposition  to  a: 
freeze  centers  on  the  "war-like  nature  "  of  the 
Soviet  Union.  William  Mandel  is  KPFA  's  resi- 
dent expert  on  Soviet  affairs,  and  this  article, 
taken  from  a  speech  given  last  January, gives 
aversion  of  Soviet  efforts  toward  disarmament 
quite  different  from  that  offered  by  the  Rea- 
gan Administration  and  the  freeze's  opponents. 
Here  is  an  updated  version  of  that  speech. 

The  Pentagon  has  completed  a  plan  to  wage 
a  six  month  nuclear  war  with  the  USSR  and 
win  it.  (LA  Times/SF  Chronicle,  8/16/82).  Pre- 
sumably, this  will  occur  in  1988,  upon  com- 
pletion of  Weinberger's  program  to  make  the 
U.S.  overwhelmingly  superior  to  the  Soviet 
Union  everywhere  and  in  all  weapons. 
Is  this  suicide  necessary? 
The  Soviet  record  on  disarmament  demon- 
strates that  it  is  not. 

The  first  Soviet  proposal  for  universal  reduc- 
tion of  armaments  was  made  in  1922,  at  a  con- 
ference in  Genoa.  The  head  of  the  French  del- 
egation instantly  responded  that  if  "the  Rus- 
sian deltgation  propose  to  discuss  this  question, 
[disarmament] ,  they  will  find  themselves 
faced  not  only  with  a  reservation  and  protest, 
but  with  an  absolute  denial,  definite,  categori- 
cal, final,  and  decisive  on  the  part  of  the  French 
delegation."  The  French  Empire  then  still  exis- 
ted, and  France  had  provided  officer  advisors 
and  armament  support  for  Poland  against  the 
USSR  -  Poland  had  invaded  Russia  only  two 
years  earlier  (the  year  John  Reed  died  -  re- 
member, from  Reds,  the  historically  true  anti- 
Communist  military  train  in  the  heart  of  Rus- 
sia, a  measure  of  Soviet  weakness). 

In  subsequent  years,  prior  to  WW  II,  the 
USSR  repeatedly  advanced  proposals  both  for 
universal  and  for  partial  disarmament,  in  both 
bilateral  and  multilateral  negotiations,  in  vari^ 
ous  committees  of  the  League  of  Nations,  at 
sessions  of  the  preparatory  commission  of  that 
body  for  its  Disarmament  Conference  in  1927 
and  1928,  and  at  the  Geneva  Disarmament 
Conference  in  1932-5.  That  these  proposals 
were  not  just  propaganda  for  the  public  at 
large,  but  were  meant  to  satisfy  all  objections 
by  experts,  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  the 
1927  Soviet  proposal  for  universal  and  total 
disarmament  contained  63  articles,  not  the 
kind  of  thing  that  the  person  in  the  street 
could  be  expected  to  labor  through.  This  was 
drafted  after  the  French  delegate  objected  that 
the  initial  Soviet  proposal  was  "too  simple." 
Franklin  Roosevelt's  extremely  highly-re- 
garded Undersecretary  of  State,  Sumner  Welles, 
wrote  in  1944,  "When  the  Soviet  Union  en- 
tered the  League  [of  Nations] ,  even  the  most 
obstinate  were  soon  forced  to  admit  that  it 
was  the  only  major  power  which  seemed  to 
take  the  League  seriously.  The  Soviet  Govern- 
ment seemed  to  believe  that  the  Covenant  of 
the  League  meant  what  it  said  [about  maintain- 
ing a  peaceful  world] ." 

Immediately  after  World  War  II,  it  was 
largely  due  to  Soviet  efforts  that  the  Chartei  oT 
the  new  United  Nations  incorporated  provi- 
sions on  disarmament  (articles  1 1,  26,  47).  This 
for  the  first  time,  made  disarmament  a  univer- 
sally accepted  principle  of  international  law, 
meaning  that  from  that  time  on,  it  has  been 
those  who  oppose  it  who  have  to  prove  their 
case. 

At  the  end  of  WWII,  the  Soviets  demobil- 
ized all  men  from  age  55  down  to  26,  cutting 
its  forces  in  half.  It  had  no  nuclear  bombs.  The 
U.S.  did,  and  Moscow  asked  us  to  stop  build- 
ing them,  and  made  it  clear  that  it  would  have 


to  build  them  if  the  U.S.  refused.  Our  govern- 
ment told  us  those  dumb  muzhiks  would  not 
be  able  to  develop  an  A-Bomb  for  20  years, 
and  Washington  went  on  building  them,  even 
though  the  Soviets  had  withdrawn  troops  from 
1 1  countries  (out  of  the  14  they  had  entered 
in  defeating  the  Axis).  Nevertheless,  the  U.S. 
flew  to  Britain  and  stationed  there  some  60 
B-29  Bombers,  the  only  means  then-existing 
of  delivering  A-bombs.  The  USSR  was  easily 
within  their  range. 

Nuclear  disarmament  was  discussed  at  the 
UN  General  Assembly  in  those  days,  in  its 
Atomic  Energy  Commission  (consisting  of  the 
Security  Council) Members  and  Canada  in  1946) 
which  meant  that  Moscow  was  automatically 
outvoted  5-1.  A  committee  on  conventional 
weapons  was  founded  in  1947,  but  it  consisted 
solely  of  members  of  the  Security  Council 
(the  U.S.,  England,  France  and  pre-Commumst 
China)  leaving  a  4-1  vote  against  Moscow.  These 
countries  were  hopelessly  in  debt  to  the  U.S. 
and  were  puppets  in  the  strictest  sense.  I 
worked  at  the  UN  in  that  period,  and  saw  the 
situation  daily  with  my  own  eyes. 

On  June  19th,  1946,  the  Soviet  government 
offered  the  UN  Atomic  Energy  Commission  a 
draft  of  an  international  convention  obligating 
all  governments  not  to  use  nuclear  weapons, 


prohibiting  their  production  and  storage,  and 
requiring  all  such  weapons  to  be  destroyed  in 
three  months  time.  The  U.S.  and  Britain  re- 
fused to  support  it,  and  responded  with  the 
Baruch  Plan,  which  did  not  forbid  nuclear  wea- 
pons but  provided  instead  for  a  U.S.  monopoly 
by  establishing  an  international  body  to  control 
the  atom,  not  under  the  Security  Council.  This 
would  have  exempted  it  from  the  veto,  therefore 
the  Soviets  vetoed  the  plan. 

Even  at  that  early  date,  although  none  of 
the  empires  had  yet  been  broken  up  (the  Brit- 
ish, French,  Belgian,  Dutch,  Portuguese)  and 
therefore  the  UN  consisted  essentially  of  Euro- 
pean and  Latin  American  countries  (which 
were  essentially  "banana  republics"),  Canada 
and  Australia,  the  General  Assembly  voted  on 
December  14,  1946,  a  resolution  drafted  on 
the  basis  of  Soviet  proposals,  "On  the  Princi- 
ples of  Universal  Control  and  Reduction  of 
Arms."  But  the  West  stalled  on  any  real  action, 
and  the  stationing  of  the  60  bombers  two  years 
later  showed  movement  in  the  opposite  direc- 
tion. The  U.S.  also  got  the  UN  to  turn  down 
other  Soviet  proposals  linking  the  reduction  of 
arms  and  armed  forces  (then  primarily  conven- 
tional) with  prohibition  and  destruction  of 
nuclear  arms. 

Although  the  excuse  for  sabotaging  disarma- 


ment was  the  absence  of  international  security, 
the  West  worsened  tension  by  establishing  3 
military  alliances  (NATO,  SEATO,  and  CENTO 
on  the  southern  frontiers  of  the  USSR).  This 
was  before  China  was  Communist,  and  the  on- 
ly Communist-governeditountries  were  the 
USSR,  ruined  by  the  war  and  not  receiving  aid 
from  the  U.S.  as  the  West  European  countries 
did,  plus  the  Eastern  European  countries,  most 
of  which  were  as  badly  off  as  the  Soviet  Union. 
U.S.  policy  at  the  time  can  properly  be  des- 
cribed as  nuclear  blackmail.  Even  officially,  it 
was  called  rollback,  which  meant  that  capital- 
ism was  to  be  restored  clear  up  to  the  Soviets' 
own  frontiers.  Moscow  understood  that  to 
mean  the  re-establishment  of  the  situation  ex- 
isting at  the  start  of  World  War  II,  when  the 
Eastern  European  countries  either  fought  with 
Hitler  or  yielded  with  either  no  resistance  or 
only  token  fighting  (the  exception  being  Yugo- 
slavia, which  resisted  with  massive  and  unflag- 
ging guerrilla  warfare).  That  policy  was  not 
tolerable  to  the  Soviets  then,  any  more  than 
Reagan's  identical  policy  is  now.  The  fact  that 
the  U.S.,  then  possessing  more  industry  than 
the  rest  of  the  world  combined,  was  unable  to 
enforce  that  policy  then,  makes  clear  how 
crazily  unrealistic  Reagan's  policy  is  today  when, 
although  we  are  still  the  single  greatest  indust- 
rial producer,  our  output  is  only  a  fraction  of 
that  of  the  world  as  a  whole. 

The  USSR  developed  its  A-Bomb  in  1949 
and  its  H-Bomb  in  1953,  and  the  ICBMs  with 
which  to  hit  us  in  1956,  making  the  entire 
American  policy  untenable. 

Nevertheless,  to  continue  that  policy, 
the  U.S.  blocked  bomb-control  measures  by 
insisting  on  on-the-ground  inspection.  In  those 
years,  when  spy-in-the-sky  satellites  did  not 
yet  exist,  this  would  simply  have  enabled  the 
U.S.  to  pinpoint  bombing  targets.  While  that 
would  have  worked  the  other  way  as  well,  the 
USSR  was  vastly  inferior  to  the  U.S.  in  nuclear 
weapons,  and  the  Dr.  Strangelove  types  then 
dominant  here  would  have  been  in  a  stronger 
position  to  argue  that  that  was  the  time  to 
strike. 

Repeatedly  during  the  1950  s,  the  Soviet 
government  offered  measures  of  partial  disar- 
mament, particularly  one  for  proportional 
reduction  of  arms  by  all  the  Big  Five  of  that 
day,  as  well  as  proposals  for  step-by-step  re- 
ductions. Finally,  in  1955,  it  even  offered  to 
meet  the  on-site  inspection  demand.  Where- 
upon the  U.S.  simply  withdrew  its  own  pro-^ 
posal,  substituting  Eisenhower's  "open  skies" 
plan  to  allow  spy  planes  to  engage  in  over- 
flights. 

Nevertheless,  the  possession  of  nuclear  arms 
and  ICBMs  gave  Moscow  a  greater  feeling  of 
security,  and  in  1955-8  it  unilaterally  reduced 
its  armed  forced  by  2,140,000  and  in  January, 
1960,  a  law  was  passed  reducing  them  further 
by  1,200,000.  That  reduction  (3,340,000)  is 
actually  equal  to  the  entire  size  of  the  Soviet 
armed  forced  today.  Further,  Moscow  gave  up 
its  only  two  naval  bases  abroad,  on  in  Manchur- 
ia (China)  and  the  other  in  Finland.  It  also  uni- 
laterally stopped  testing  nuclear  weapons,  and 
announced  that  it  would  not  renew  testing  if 
the  West  followed  suit.  Toward  the  end  of  Oct- 
ober, 1958,  the  Soviet  government  resumed 
testing  because  the  U.S.  and  Great  Britain  not 
only  failed  to  follow  the  Soviet  example,  but 
even  increased  the  number  of  nuclear  explo- 
sions. .        .     .,v. 
In  1959,  the  USSR  submitted  to  the  UN 
General  Assembly  a  Declaration  of  Universal 
and  Total  Disarmament.  In  part,  this  was  be- 
cause the  West  had  now  switched  to  the  line 
that  partial  disarmament  was  no  good,  and  it 
had  to  be  all  or  nothing.  The  General  Assem- 
bly gave  unanimous  support  to  the  Soviet  pro- 
posal. The  value  of  this  resolution  was  to  give 
the  disarmament  movement  a  shot  in  the  arm, 
inasmuch  as  it  had  been  unable  to  get  agree- 
ment on  concrete  measures. 

In  1962,  the  Soviet  government  introduced 
at  the  UN  a  draft  for  a  treaty  on  complete  and 
universal  disarmament  under  strict  internation- 
al inspection,  inasmuch  as  this  was  the  issue 
the  West  still  insisted  made  disarmament  im- 
possible. The  proposal  was  to  go  into  effect  in 
three  stages  over  a  four  year  period  under  the 
supervision  of  a  special  control  body.  Inspec- 
tion was  to  advance  as  actual  reductions  oc- 
curred, by  these  stages.  In  what  Moscow  re- 
garded as  aihopeless  situation  for  disarmament, 
it  resumed  bomb-testing  again  after  a  second 
interruption.  It  happens  that  I  personally  pro- 
tested this  Soviet  action  at  a  world  peace  con- 
ference in  the  Kremlin,  where  this  stand  on 
my  part  in  the  nuclear  weapons  committee 
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caused  SANE,  Bertrand  Russell's  Committee 
of  100  in  England,  the  Scandinavian  and  Cana- 
dian delegations  and  others  to  ask  me  to  speak 
for  them  all  on  the  floor  of  the  full  assembly. 

It  was  at  this  stage  of  international  negotia- 
tions that  the  Western  powers  switched  official- 
ly from  discussion  of  disarmament  to  the  posi- 
tion of  limitation  of  increase  in  armed  forces 
and  arms,  which  accorded  with  their  military- 
strategic  and  political  interests.  However,  the 
changing  situation  in  the  world,  including  the 
increasing  number  of  formerly  colonial  coun- 
tries now  being  admitted  to  the  UN,  favored 
the  advocates  of  disarmament.  There  were 
those  in  the  West  who  already  saw  then  what, 
nearly  20  years  later,  has  emerged  with  great 
force  in  Europe  over  the  last  year,  i.e.  that 
an  arms  race  against  the  USSR  with  the  object 
Df  gaining  such  superiority  that  the  West  would 
win  without  itself  being  destroyed  is  a  hopeless 
idea.  Anti-imperialist  movements  emerged. 

Begining  in  the  1960's,  the  new  peace  move- 
ment, plus  the  pressure  of  the  newly  indepen- 
dent countries,  brought  about  passage  of  a  num- 
ber of  agreements  proposed  by  the  USSR  that 
limited  the  arms  race  to  some  degree.  1963  saw 
the  signing  of  the  Nuclear  Weapons  Test  Ban 
Treaty,  barring  testing  in  the  atmosphere,  in 
outer  space,  and  under  water.  1967  saw  the  sign- 
ing of  the  Space  Treaty,  which  forbade  the  use 
of  outer  space  for  military  purposes  and  the 
placement  of  nuclear  weapons  or  other  weapons 
of  mass  destruction  in  orbit.  While  space  is  be- 
ing used  for  satellite  espionage,  a  practice  initia- 
ted by  the  US  and  today  engaged  in  by  the 
USSR  as  well,  no  orbiting  of  weapons  has  oc- 
curred. 

1970  saw  the  passage  of  the  Nuclear  Non- 
Proliferation  Treaty,  one  on  which  the  USSR 
has  by  far  the  best  record.  For  example,  tables 
currently  published  in  our  general  press  of 
countries  expected  to  have  nuclear  weapons 
capabilities  soon  include  a  dozen  countries 
either  in  the  West  or  which  are  formerly  colo- 
nial, but  none  from  the  East  Bloc.  The  USSR 
does  not  station  nuclear  weapons  in  any  War- 
saw Pact  country. 

1 97 1  saw  the  adoption  of  the  Treaty  pro- 
hibiting placement  of  nuclear  or  other  mass- 
destruction  weapons  in  the  seas  or  oceans  or 
on  their  bottoms.  As  with  outer  space  and 
bomb-testing,  this  treaty  has  held  and  is  one 
of  the  testimonies  to  the  value  of  treaties. 

Ten  years  ago,  under  Mr.  Brezhnev's  leader- 
ship, the  Soviet  Communist  Party  adopted 
what  it  calls  its  peace  program,  which  has  guid- 
ed Moscow's  efforts  in  the  disarmament  field 
ever  since.  Recognizing  that  universal  and  com- 
plete disarmament  was  an  impossibility  in  the 
foreseeable  future,  it  shifted  attention  to  solu- 
tion of  various  problems  of  partial  disarmament. 
With  other  socialist  countries,  it  introduced  a 
Convention  on  Bacteriological  Warfare  at  the 
UN,  ^prohibiting  that,  which  was  adopted  in 
1972  and  went  into  effect  in  1975  when  the  re- 
quired number  of  ratifications  had  been  ob- 
tained. 

Subsequent  Soviet  initiatives  (there  have 
been  108  disarmament  or  arms  limitation  pro- 
posals from  Moscow  since  World  War  II)  have 
included  that  of  a  world  disarmament  confer- 
ence. This  resulted  in  a  1978  UN  General  As- 
sembly meeting  which  President  Carter  wrecked 
by  calling  a  NATO  meeting  in  Washington  at 
the  same  time,  at  which  he  demanded  that  all 
members  of  the  alliance  increase  their  arms 
budgets  by  3%  annually  over  and  above  the  rate 
of  inflation.  That  was  particularly  ironic  be- 
cause five  years  earlier,  on  Soviet  initiative,  the 
General  Assembly  passed  a  proposal  that  the 
Big  Five  (US,  USSR,  China,  France,  Britain)  cut 
their  arms  budgets  by  10%  and  use  part  of  the 
money  saved  to  assist  developing  countries. 

In  1974,  the  General  Assembly  approved  a 
Soviet  proposal  to  prohibit  manipulation  of 
weather  and  climate  for  military  and  other  pur- 
poses not  compatible  with  international  securi- 
ty interests.  That  now  has  the  force  of  a  treaty, 
to  which  the  U.S.  is  party. 

1973  saw  the  launching  in  Vienna  on  the  in- 


itiative of  the  USSR  and  other  socialist  coun- 
tries, of  negotiations  for  mutual  force  reduc- 
tions in  central  Europe.  They  haven't  gotten 
anywhere,  despite  Moscow's  unilateral  with- 
drawal from  Europe  in  1980  of  1000  tanks  and 
20,000  men,  a  fact  easily  verifiable  by  satel- 
lite. No  one  challenges  that  this  happened. 

The  SALT  talks  began  in  1969,  resulting  in 
the  passage  of  SALT  I  and,  as  we  know,  agree- 
ment in  1980  on  SALT  II,  which,  it  is  impor- 
tant to  realize,  remains  before  the  Senate  for 
ratification.  It  has  not  been  voted  down.  Other 
agreements  between  the  U.S.  and  USSR  during 
the  Nixon  Administration  stopped  the  building 
of  ABM  (Anti-Ballistic  Missile)systems,  each 
country  limiting  itself  to  the  protection  of  one 
single  area.  This  reduces  the  possibility  of  a  first 
strike,  because  neither  side  can  hope  to  avoid 
the  stupendous  destruction  in  the  absence  of 
ABM  systems.  In  1974  there  came  the  treaty 
limiting,  but  not  totally  eliminating,  under- 
ground nuclear  testing. 

Issues  put  forth  by  Soviet  Foreign  Minister 
at  the  September,  1981  General  Assembly  meet- 
ing indicate  matters  on  which  Moscow  now 
places  top  priority:  (1)  limitation  of  convention- 
al arms  sales;  (2)  complete  prohibition  of  all 
nuclear  testing  (meaning  underground  low-yield 
tests  up  to  the  explosive  power  now  permitted); 
(3)  prohibition  of  the  production  of  chemical 
weapons  and  destruction  of  stockpiles;  (4)  a 
conference  on  military  detente  and  disarma- 
ment in  Europe;  (5)  prohibition  of  all  arms  in 
outer  space:  Gromyko  claimed  that  the  U.S. 
space  shuttle  is  for  laser  weapons.  Overall,  of 
course,  the  great  issue  at  present  is  prevention 
of  the  installation  of  cruise  and  Pershing  II 
missiles  in  western  Europe,  which  the  USSR 
says  will  upset  the  strategic  balance,  making  it 
possible  for  the  first  time  for  the  Soviet  Union 
to  be  hit  by  nuclear  weapons  based  on  land  in 
Europe.  The  Soviets  have  offered  a  moratorium 
on  production  and  deployment  of  their  SS-20s 
if  the  U.S.  will  do  likewise  with  the  cruises  and 
Pershings,  if  negotiations  on  intermediate  wea- 
pons are  started.  The  Soviets  regard  as  a  signifi- 
cant accomplishment  at  this  last  General  Assem- 
bly meeting  the  adoption  of  a  declaration  pro- 
claiming that  the  first  state  and  statesmen  to 
use  nuclear  weapons  would  be  guilty  of  the  grav- 
est crime  against  humanity.  So  the  Stockholm 
Peace  Pledge  petition  of  30  years  ago  is  now 
declared  international  law. 

At  the  Second  UN  Special  Session  on  Dis- 
armament this  year,  Brezhnev  pledged  that  his 
country  would  under  no  circumstances  be  the 
first  to  use  nuclear  weapons.  His  Defense  Min- 
ister, Dmitri  Ustinov,  has  taken  practical  steps 
to  ensure  this.  He  wrote  as  follows  in  Pravda 
on  July  12th:  "In  the  training  of  the  Armed 
Forces  still  more  attention  will  now  be  given 
to  preventing  a  military  conflict  from  growing 
into  a  nuclear  one. .  .this  sets  still  stricter 
limits  in  the  training  of  troops  and  staffs  (and] 
in  organizing  still  tighter  controls  to  exclude 
a  nonsanctioned  launch  of  nuclear  weapons, 
from  tactical  to  strategic." 

On  strategy,  he  emphasized:  'The  Soviet 
Union  does  not  count  on  victory  in  a  nuclear 
war."  But  he  was  optimistic.that  none  would 
coour:  "Sooner  or  later"  the  other  nuclear 
powers  will  also  adopt  a  no-first-use  policy 
"because  staking  their  bets  on  military  superi- 
ority has  absolutely  no  prospects,  and  it  is 
also  senseless  under  conditions  in  which  there 
are  more  than  enough  armaments  to  make 
biological  life  on  Earth  impossible." 

I  hope  he  is  Tight.  Meanwhile,  Moscow 
continues  to  take  steps  making  it  very  diffi- 
cult to  justify  the  throttling  of  social  benefits 
in  this  country  on  the  grounds  that  military 
expenditures  must  be  increased  40%  in  1983. 
Moscow  has  also  proposed  to  outlaw  the 
neutron  bomb.  It  has  withdrawn  all  SS-20s 
(intermediate  range  missiles)  from  its  Europ- 
ean territories  and  far  enough  into  Asia  so 
they  can  hit  no  NATO  country. 

Under  these  circumstances,  how  can  any- 
one seriously  argue  that  the  mutual  nuclear 
freeze  initiative  should  not  be  adopted?

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FREE  SPEECH  VICTORY 

The  prohibition  against  non-commercial 
broadcasters'  right  to  editorialize  is  now  un- 
constitutional. After  three  years  and  a  rever- 
sal in  government  position,  federal  district 
court  judge  Malcolm  M.  Lucas  rued  that 
the  plaintiff,  Pacifica  Foundation,  has  the 
right  to  editorialize,  and  so  too  do  all  non- 
commercial broadcasters,  whether  or  not 
they  receive  federal  funds. 

When  the  Center  for  Law  in  the  Public 
Interest  originall  filed  the  suit  on  behalf  of 
the  League  of  Women  Voters  of  California, 
Rep.  Henry  Waxman  and  Pacifica,  the  Jus- 
tice Department  and  the  FCC  both  agreed 
that  Section  399  of  the  Public  Broadcasting 
Act,  which  prohibited  editorializing  by  non- 
commercial broadcasters,  was  unconstitu- 
tional. In  a  letter  to  then-Majority  leader 
Robert  Byrd,  Attorney  General  Benjamin 
Civiletti  wrote,  "1  wish  to  inform  the  Sen- 
ate that  the  United  States  will  not  defend 
the  constitutionality  of  the  statute. .  . 
after  careful  study  and  deliberation,  reason- 
able arguments  cannot  be  advanced  to  de- 
fend the  challenged  statute."  Subsequently, 
the  new  Attorney  General,  Robert  French 
Smith,  reversed  Civiletti  and  the  case  was 
activated,  and  argued  last  November.  The 
Center  argued  that  this  prohibition  was  a 
clear  violation  of  the  First  Amendment 
rights  of  Pacifica,  and  contrary  to  the  tradi- 
tion of  an  independent  free  press  in  Ameri- 
ca— and  that  both  the  League  and  Waxman 
had  the  right  to  hear/view  such  editorial 
opinions.  Pleased  with  the  ruling,  the  Cen- 
ter's Fred  Woocher  commented,  "If  the 
government  had  prevailed,  it  would  have 
created  a  dangerous  precedent  for  the  free 
speech  rights  of  all  those  who  receive  feder- 
al financial  support." 

Pacifica  President  Peter  Franck  called 
the  ruling  a  victory  for  the  First  Amend- 
ment. "We  are  no  longer  second  class  citi- 
zens," he  commented,  "and  now  have  the 
same  rights  as  other  broadcasters." 

While  the  Congress  originally  intended 
that  public  broadcasters  be  protected  from 
undue  political  pressure  from  the  govern- 
ment funders,  the  result  was  prior  censor- 
ship. The  Public  Broadcasting  Act  was  even- 
tually modified  to  limit  the  censorship  to  ™ 
only  those  stations  using  federal  funds. 
Ironically,  when  Public  Broadcasting  was 
created  in  1967,  some  20  years  after  Pacifi- 
ca went  on  the  air,  Pacifica  debated  as  to 
whether  or  not  accepting  federal  dollars 
would  affect  its  programming.  Receipt  of 
those  funds  has  not  affected  Pacifica's  pub- 
lic access,  free  speech  programming. "Paci- 
fica would  cease  to  be  Pacifica  if  we  alter 
our  editorial  content  to  try  to  ensure  fed- 
eral funding,"  says  Executive  Director 
Sharon  Maeda.  "While  Pacifica  does  not  in- 
tend to  broadcast  daily  editorials,  we  should 


be  able  to  exercise  that  right  when  we  wish." 

Today,  Pacifica  is  funded  nearly  80%  by 
listeners  of  the  five  stations  it  owns.  Federal 
funds  supply  less  than  1 7%  and  will  decrease 
this  coming  year.  Pacifica's  fundraising  goal 
is  to  become  operationally  self-supporting  on 
listener  contributions  by  the  end  of  1986, 
a  goal  which  can  be  achieved  by  annual 
increases  of  less  than  their  current  growth 
rate  of  10%.

FOCUS  ON  CHILE: 
Saturday,  September  11 

Although  in  recent  months  Central  Ameri- 
ca has  dominated  front  page  headlines  as  the 
latest  "hot  spot"  in  the  Americas,  twelve  years 
ago  Chile  was  the  focus  of  world  attention 
when  Socialist  candidate  Salvador  Allende  was 
elected  to  the  Presidency.  Whereas  now,  in  El 
Salvador  and  Guatemala,  popular  movements 
are  fighting  against  their  U.S.-backed  govern- 
ments to  change  their  social  conditions,  nine 
years  ago  in  Chile,  the  popularly  elected  Presi- 
dent, Allende,  and  the  Popular  Unity  govern- 
ment, were  overthrown  by  a  U.S.  backed  coup. 
This  military  coup  wiped  out,  in  hours,  the 
structure  of  a  constitutional  republic,  and  gave 
Chile  one  of  the  worst  dictatorships  in  Latin 
American  history. 

The  election  of  Allende,  supported  by  the 
Popular  Unity  Coalition,  raised  a  series  of 


questions  which  captured  world  attention. 
Could  a  popular  Marxist  leader  develop  his 
program  of  government  within  the  framework 
of  a  bourgeois  democracy?  Would  it  be  possi- 
ble to  advance  a  social  revolution  which  could 
terminate  and  change  the  old  structures  of 
domination  which  continued  to  be  tolerated 
and  supported  by  multi-national  and  national 
interests?  Would  the  U.S.  permit  such  a  turn 
around  in  a  country  where  it  had  significant 
influence?  These  and  other  questions  made 
Chile  the  center  of  political  attention  at  the 
start  of  the  70's. 

Those  people  who  saw  the  movie,  Missing, 
have  an  idea  of  the  conditions  in  Chile  follow- 
ing the  coup.  30,000  people  were  killed  within 
the  first  month.  Currently  in  Chile,  the  num- 
ber of  persons  who  have  disappeared  is  at 
2600,  and  more  than  a  million  have  been 
exiled  for  political  reasons.  Political  organiza- 
tions have  been  prohibited  and  unions  have 
been  destroyed.  The  most  recent  unemploy- 
ment rate  is  25%,  and  in  the  last  three  months, 
more  than  4000  people  were  arrested  for  poli- 
tical reasons. 

However,  step  by  step  since  the  coup, 
people  have  begun  the  slow  task  of  building 
aTesistance  movement  under  a  military  dictator- 
ship. People  began  to  organize  resistance  com- 
mittees to  carry  out  small  actions,  such  as 
writing  propaganda  on  walls,  on  buses,  on 
money.  They  began  to  circulate  underground 
literature,  to  organize  Penas  and  to  unite  in 
semi-open,  semi-clandestine  grass  roots  organi- 
zations. 

Participation  in  these  organizations  have 
come  from  many  sectors  of  society:  labor, 
"pobladores"  (shanty  town  dwellers),  students, 
teachers,  and  grass  roots  organizations  such  as 
the  Organization  of  Relatives  of  Political  Prison- 
ers, the  Disappeared,  the  Exiles,  etc. .  . 

Questions  have  been  raised  about  the  con- 
struction of  a  popular  resistance.  What  is  the 
class  base  and  the  social  character  of  the  resis- 
tance? How  do  you  operate  under  clandestine 
conditions?  What  is  the  effect  upon  the  tradi- 
tional social  structures  from  the  dispersion  of 
families  through  internal  and  external  exile 
and  imprisonment?  How  do  people  begin  to 
let  go  of  fear  to  gain  strength  and  organize? 

Although  Chile  is  not  front  page  news, 
people  are  continuing  to  organize  to  change 
their  situation. 

On  Saturday,  September  1 1th,  on  the  9th 
anniversary  of  the  coup,  KPFA  will  air  programs 
beginning  at  2:00  pm  concerning  Chile.  The 
programming  includes  cultural  resistance  in 
Chile,  an  interview  with  Dan  Robbins  concern- 
ing the  Chilean  economic  model,  a  look  at  the 
popular  resistance,  a  program  on  poetry  in 
Chile,  and  music  about  Chile  from  around 
the  world.  It  all  begins  at  2  pm  and  continues 
until  8:00  (with  the  exception  of  The  Tattered 
Masses  at  7:00).

During  September 

This  month  is  National  Hispanic  Month 
as  KPFA  highlights  bi-lingual  programming 
in  California.  There  are  numerous  programs 
this  month  which  either  are  bi-lingual  or 
deal  with  the  Hispanic  Month  theme. 

On  Wednesdays  at  7:00  as  part  of  the 
Prime  Time  program,  the  Public  Affairs  depart- 
ment presents  bi-lingual  specials.  On 
September  8th,  we  feature  a  portrait  of  Chile- 
an poet  Pablo  Neruda,  produced  by  Beatriz 
Lopes-Flores  of  KUBO.  On  September  15th, 
there  will  be  a  look  at  the  Nuyorcan  Village, 
a  special  community  in  New  York's  Spanish 
Harlem  for  actors,  musicians  and  dancers. 
On  September  22nd,  Waziya  Productions 
presents  a  look  at  Nicaragua  and  at  changes 
in  its  social  fabric  since  the  revolution.  And 
on  September  29th,  we  present  the  prize- 
winning  documentary  by  Elizabeth  Perez- 
Luna  on  The  Young  Lords. 

On  Lunch  Box,  Thursdays  at  noon,  KPFA 
presents  KBBF's  youth  history  series.  The 
first  three  Thursday  programs  feature  radio 
dramas  depicting  the  history  of  Mexican-Am- 
erican Youths,  1910-1960.  These  programs 
begin  on  September  9th. 

In  addition,  two  panels  live  from  KPFA's 
studios  will  be  presented  on  Prime  Time 
during  September.  On  September  14th  at  7:00 
pm,  various  panelists  look  at  Mexico  today. 
And  on  September  16th,  panelists  examine 
the  immigration  question. 

In  addition,  La  Pena  Radio  presents  Chile 
Day  on  September  Uth  as  well  as  a  look 
at  Central  America  on  September  24th  at  7  pm. 

Women 's  Magazine  on  Saturdays  at  noon 
will  present  looks  at  women  in  Chile  and  the 
Machismo  myth  as  related  to  feminism  on 
September  1 1th,  and  on  September  18th  will 
examine  women  in  bi-lingual  radio. 

In  addition,  AM/FM  and  Traffic  Jam  will 
contain  short  features,  Nuestro  Onda,  pro- 
duced by  Eduardo  Diaz,  on  musicians  and  gen- 
res of  'hispanic'  music,  and  Revisa,  produced  by 
Arturo  Vasquez,  cultural  shorts  on  the  history 
of  Mexican  Americans.  These  will  occur  through- 
out the  month. 

And  finally,  KPFA  continues  its  regular  bi- 
lingual programs  (see  front  page  ar-  title  for 
details)  La  Onda  Bajita,  and  A  hora. 

Listen  to  KPFA  during  the  whole  month  of 
September  for  special  programs  highlighting 
National  Hispanic  Month. 


SATELLITE  DEVELOPMENT: 
Specially  Funded  Programs 

•    Over  the  next  few  months,  KPFA  listeners 
will  be  hearing  special  programs  funded  by 
monies  set  aside  by  the  Satellite  Program  De- 
velopment Fund  (SPDF).  Each  of  these  pro- 
grams will  be  transmitted  to  various  other 
non-commercial  stations  around  the  country. 

The  first  of  these  programs  to  be  aired  will 
be  heard  on  Thursday,  Sept.  9th  at  7  pm  and 
repeated  on  Saturday,  Sept.  1 1th  at  7  pm.  Pro- 
duced by  Amina  Hassan,  Lebanon:  Not  to  hear 
a  bomb  is  something  to  remember  looks  at 
recent  events  in  that  war-torn  country  as  seen 
through  the  eyes  of  those  affected  by  the 
bombings. 

Coming  in  November  is  a  four  part  series 
on  the  life  and  music  of  guitarist  Jimi  Hendrix, 
produced  by  Bari  Scott,  Craig  Street  and  Don 
West.  The  four  one-hour  segments  will  feature 
many  rare  or  previously  unreleased  live  and 
studio  performances  by  the  legendary  musician, 
as  well  as  interviews  with  Hendrix  himself. 
Comments  and  insights  by  producer  Alan  Doug- 
las and  jazz  greats  Ornette  Coleman,  Rahsaan 
Roland  Kirk  and  others  are  also  featured. 

The    SPDF  is  also  responsible  for  funding 
three  programs  in  the  12-part  Caribbean  Edu- 
cation Project  series,  to  be  aired  in  1982  and 
1983.  The  series,  produced  by  Brigette  Dennis, 
Amina  Hassan,  and  former  KPFA  Public  Af- 
fairs Director  Don  Foster,  will  present  informa- 
tion on  the  current  conditions,  political  signi- 
ficance, history  and  culture  of  the  Caribbean 
area.  Don,  currently  in  Grenada,  has  already 
begun  production  on  the  project. 

The  three  programs  in  the  series  funded 
by  the  SPDF  include  one  on  Jamaica,  one 
on  a  comparison  of  Barbados  and  Grenada, 
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and  one  on  an  overview  of  the  region.  The 
programs  will  be  produced  in  the  West 
Indies  and  brought  back  to  the  U.S.  for 
distribution.  From  here  they  will  be  dis- 
persed through  the  U.S.  and  Canada,  as 
well  as  possibly  to  England  and  other  countries 
where  there  are  large  numbers  of  African 
people.  The  whole  project  has  thus  far  raised 
some  $18,000  and  has  support  from  the  Con- 
gressional Black  Caucus,  most  notably  Reps. 
Dellums  and  Dymally, 

Bari  Scott  has  also  received  funding  from 
the  SPDF  for  a  three  part  series  on  Taj  Mahal, 
the  blues  artist  who  is  also  a  respected  ethno- 
musicologist.  The  first  program  will  trace  the 
regional  differences  of  Blues  through  the  de- 
monstration of  guitar  styles  and  songs  by  Taj 
Mahal.  The  second  looks  at  the  link  between 
the  Blues  and  R&B  sounds  in  the  U.S.  with  • 
the  Reggae  sound  in  Jamaica.  The  third  pro- 
gram concentrates  on  the  South  Pacific/Melan- 
esian  Islands.  In  1978,  Taj  became  the  First 
African-American  musician  to  tour  the  islands 
since  B.B.  King  and  Junior  Wells  in  the  mid-  . 
60's.  The  musical  styles,  mythology  and  basic 
customs  of  Melanesia  will  be  the  central  focus. 
Taj  Mahal  will  record  the  programs  in  the 
KPFA  studios. 

In  addition.  La  Onda  Bajita  has  received 
SPDF  funds  for  a  series  of  short  5-7  minute 
features  geared  to  Chicano  youth,  and  inclu- 
ding looks  at  gangs  and  gang  warfare,  the  his- 
tory of  low-riding,  bilingual  education,  police 
in  the  barrio,  feminism  and  Chicanas,  drugs, 
youth  crime  and  prisons,  Chicano  dance  and 
poetry,  birth  control,  the  family,  and  inter- 
views with  celebrities  such  as  James  Brown, 
Carlos  Santana,  Cesar  Chavez,  Edward  James 
Olmos  (Zoot  Suit),  poets,  professors,  commu- 
nity organizers,  writers  and  prisoners.  The 
features  "will  be  geared  to  instilling  pride, 
unity,  non-violence  and  respect  for  social, 
cultural,  age  and  racial  differences.  Santiago

THE  END  OF  SPANISH  RULE: 
September,  1810 

Spanish  colonial  -rule  came  to  an  end  in 
Mexico  on  September  16,  1810.  Spain  had 
ruled  for  300  years,  and  over  that  span  of  time, 
European  intellectuals  developed  the  theme 
of  liberty  and  equality  -  the  battle  cry  of  the 
American  revolutionaries  as  well.  The  Indios 
and  Mestizos  of  Mexico  were  not  unaware  of 
these  new  ideas.  Slavery  was  hideous.  The 
half-slavery  that  followed,  as  haughty  Spanish 
rulers  mistreated  Indios,  was  as  inhuman  in 
many  ways. 

In  the  year  1810,  a  Mestizo  Mexican  priest 
named  Father  Miguel  Hidalgo  started  a  small 
rebellion  in  a  small  village,  Dolores  Guanoju- 
ato.  Father  Hidalgo  called  out  "Long  Live  Our 
Lady  of  Guadalupe,"  but  his  lndo  and  Mestizo 
followers,  however,  answered  with  the  same 
cry  of  the  Lepero  Rebellions,  "Kill  the  Gachu- 
pines!  Death  to  the  Spanish!"  This  cry  quickly 
spread  throughout  the  whole  country.  Father 
Hidalgo's  own  Catholic  Church  excommunica- 
ted and  condemned  him.  He  was  Finally  caught 
and  killed,  but  he  had  lit  a  flame. 

Another  priest,  Father  Morelos,  was  a  Mes- 
tizo with  African  blood.  He  continued  Hidal- 
go's work,  trying  to  raise  groups  of  rebellious 
people  to  carry  the  fight  to  the  Spanish  rulers. 
Three  years  later,  he  too  was  caught  and  execu- 
ted. A  third,  Vincente  Guerrero  was  also  a 
Mestizo  and  luckier.  He  was  able  to  see  Mexico 
liberate  herself  and  form  her  own  government. 
Guerrero  also  helped  form  the  Constitution 
of  1824,  and  became  the  second  President  of 
Mexico. 

These  three  revolutionaries,  Father  Hidalgo, 
Father  Morelos  and  Vicente  Guerrero,  were 
dark-skinned  men.  This  made  a  great  difference 
to  these  men  since  they  were  considered  by 
their  birth  to  be  inferior  to  men  of  "pure 
Spanish  blood."  Their  choice  of  career  was 
limited.  This  rule  applied  to  the  great  mass  of 
people  while  Spain  dominated  Mexico,  for, 
of  course,  there  were  many  more  people  of 
Indian  descent  and  of  mixed  blood  than  there 
were  Spaniards.
